STORY OF THE FIRST TRIAL 


A Lack of Tap* Caused Alenso B. Cor- 


nell to Attempt Interpretation the 
Morse Cod* by Ear—The Discovery 
That Abolished the Use of the "i ape. 


Ezra Cornell is known In history as 


the father of Cornell university, fls 
one of tbe men wbo helped to build 
the first telegraph lice »nd as an ar- 
dent organizer of telegraph systems In 
the early <luys. being Instrumental In 
the formation of the now famous 
Western Union Telegraph company. 
Ills sou, Alonzo B. Cornell, became 
ultimately vl'.-e president of tup West- 
ern Union and governor of New York 
state—bigU commercial and political 
honors. 


Yet he once confessed to me that be

tle thieves, sheep thieves, dog thieves 
and human being thieves 
Though not 


formidable in appearance, they are im- 
mensely strong, and it is not unusual 
for Ihetn to turn man cater. Both in 
India arid in Africa they have been 
known to set up in this line as delib- 
erately as any tiger. They have four 
or five joung at a birth. The cubs can 
bo kept tiime for some time and are 
amusing pets, but It is extremely dan- 
gerous to have them about.

The country was urgently in need of 
a large colon ciop, but the ouilook 
is now 12,000,000 bale yield, which 
is boiow normal and means continued' 
high "prices for cotton. The effect Of 
Uila trade must be taken law con- 
sideration. Our main hope regarding 
the crops still centers upon corn! 
Should this pcovo a bumper yleld.lt 
will do much towards ottsettiug any 
loss in wheat and cotton. The result, 
however, will be to feave the agri- 
cultural situation spotty. 
Some of 


our farmers will enjoy another seas- 
on of exceptional p, otits, while others 
must endure serious loss.
